The commission has found out that
the newspaper Is valuable, not only be-
cause of the editorial and other criti-
cism it contains, but also because there
is contained in it mention of material
useful to the library.

Those who may consider Carnegie as
i dreamer and the peace movement as
mere phantasmagorin, we beg to re-
mind of i few things actually done dur-
ing the year for the promotion of it.

Congress has  authorized  President
Taft to appoint a peice commission to
consider the expedioncy of utilizing ex-
isting international agencies for the
purpose of limiting the armaments or
the nations of the world by Internan-
tional agreement und of consolidating
the combined navies of the world in an

international force for the preserva-
tion of unlversal peace.  The peace
congress at Stockholm requested thd

governments of other nations to
point similar commilissfons.

Mr. Asquith, the English prime min-
ister, in n gpeech told his hearers that
tho IBnglish government had approach-
ed the German government on the sub-

PIG BONES WITIL THHOSE OF KING

New York Press,

The remains of Henry VI of England,
who dled (probably murdered) In the
Tower of London on May, 21, 1471, were
recently dug up again, for inspection,
from beneath one of the arches In St
Gieorge's chape] at Windsor, The bones
of this unhappy monarch have been
mauled about almost as much ns he
was himself during his 50 years of life.

As a result of recurring attacks of
insanity and constitutional timidity, he
spent a conslderable part of bis life in
the tower, and Letween times was
hustled about England from battlefield
to battlefleld by his nobles and his
wife.  After his murder in 1471 the
body was embalmed and taken up the
Thames to Chertsey abbey, Richard ITI
dug up. the bones in 1484 and placed
them in Windsor Castlo. In the inter-
vening 400 years the chapel where they
were deposited had been refloored and
Hlnrlhlf‘ldlhl_\' changed, and some doubt
appears to have existed regarding the
exact site of the grave. The recent
regiirrection was for the purpdse of set-
ting these doubts at rest.

The things-of chief interest in con-
nection with the event were contained
in the report of Dr. Macalister, pro-
fessor of anatomy at Cambridge, the
only sclentist present,  Extracts from
his officlal statement are given:

“The bones were those o fairly
strong man, who was at least 5 feet &
incheg in height. The bones of the
head were much bhyoken, They weie
thin and light, and belonged to a skuil
well formed, but small in proportion to
the stature. It was clear from a por-
tion of a lower jaw found that fits
tecth were lost some time bhefore death,

s

Some of the bones of the body were
misging, lost probably at the time of |
the transfer from Chertsey. Ry some |
strange mischance the humerus of a !
small pig was found with the kin':'.ql
bones in the casket. On one of the
pieces of the skull a little brown habe
still elung, and there were blood stainea
on other pieces.'
The smashed condition of the skuti
seems to justify the belief that Henry
VI was murdered, and probably in a
brutal way., The small side of the head
in relation to the body may have ac-
counted for his  mental  deficiencles,
These and the fact that the king had
brown hair appeur to constitute the en-
tire scientific results of the Investiga-
tlon. A competent moralizer might use
some ink to good advantage over the
pig's bones, by some strange and gro-
tesqua mischancs laid carefully away
in this royval tomb by the side of an
IEnglish king. The bone, except that of
the pig, were placed in a new casket
and-reburled in the same erypt,

DADDY LONG-LEGS OLD SETTLER
